“Scotty was a month old 
when we brought him home 
from the hospital,’ Monta 
Hafen recalls, “and it was 
really hard not to overprotect 
him.” 


That was five years ago, and | * 


Scott, who is Monta and Gary 
Hafen’s fifth child, was just 
leaving to go down the block 
from their modest ranch house 
in North Las Vegas, Nev. That 
may not sound unusual, unless 
you are aware that Scott was 
born with crippling birth de- 
fects, hydrocephalus (water on 
the brain), and spina bifida 
(open spine). 

The first defect has been cor- 
rected by surgery. The second 
is painfully evident. Scott is 
paralyzed from the waist down 
and has to use braces and 
crutches to get around. 

“It was hard at first,” his 
mother says, “but we finally 
got hold of ourselves. Life had 
10 go on. We made ourselves be 
less protective. 

“We don’t treat him as an 
invalid in any way. We expect 
things from him, and he doe 
them. If he makes a mess with 
his toys, he has to piek them 
up and put them away in his 
toy box, 

“Of course, with four older 
brothers and sisters, he gets a 
bit spoiled, no matter what 
Gary and I do. But we figure 
that’s not so bad. After all, they 
only do what they want to do. 
We don’t expect them to take 
care of Scotty to any greater 
extent than they would natur- 
ally take care of the littlest 
one in the family.” 

Seott’s next older brother, 
Bret, has done a lot of that, He 
is only a year older than Scott, 
but Mrs. Hafen has encouraged 
the brotherly relationship with- 
out interfering with it. 

“Bret puts him in his wagon 
and hauls him all over the 
neighborhood,” ae says, laugh- 
ing fondly. “With just a little 
bit of watching along the way, 
that’s how things have gone 


along,”

from the tip of Taft street 
through to Hillside no roofline 
would be allowed that would ob- 
struct the view. Finaly, under 
potential open space is the Al- 
bany Isles plan, which the city 
does intend to implement when 
all legal difficulties are solved. 
Dario Meniketti asked if 
there could be high rises below 
the portion of Albany Hill re- 
cently given to the city by In- 
terstate General. Administra- 
tive Officer James B. Turner 
said most of the property is 
zoned R-1 with a small portion 
near Pierce street zoned R-3. 
Ms. Lamphier continued ex- 
plaining changes. She said there 
is the Middle Sehool park site 
which the ‘city (schools) will 
purchase. “The proposed space 
near Tevlin park has been elim- 
imated because the city does not 
have the money to purchase it. 


Turner added that whether 
land below the open space on 
Albany Hill is zoned R-1 HC or 
R-3HC does not matter beeause 
all specific plans, including 
heights, would have to be sub- 
mitted to the ‘City before a use 
permit would be granted. 

Jerome Blank, who served on 
the Citizens’ Commitee for 
Open Space questioned Ms. 
Lamphier, asked whether she 
meant vertical or horizontal 
control of ‘rooflines. She said 
horizontal. She added that she 
retcommended a 40 foot clear- 
ance for the view, meaning that 
no building could extend upward 
beyond 40 vertical feet of the 
ridge of the hill. The main area 
that would be affected, she 
pointed out, would be the west 
side because nothing can be 
done about existing property. 

In response to a question by 
Turner inquiring if the limita- 
tion would go all the way to 
Sam Francisco, she suggested 
the area within 50 feet of the 


ridge line. 
act area must be be defined. 

Councilman Joe Carlevaro 
wondered about possible effect 
of the height limitation on the 
Albany Isles plan. City Atter- 
ney Lawrence Saler said he did 
not believe it would affect wa- 
terfront development. 


Ms. Lamphier said the Al- 
bany Isles are listed as ‘‘poten- 
tial open space because much of 
it is now under water and does 
not exist.” 

Blank read the goals and 
objectives of the Open Space 
Plan, asking if there would be 
any change in the basic goals. 
He encouraged early develop- 
ment of the Albany Isles as 
well as taking a good look at 
Albany's size, population, eco- 
nomic potential and tax rate. 
He said the disagreed that Al- 
bany should own the whole 
piece of land on top of Albany 
Hill, adding that if only. the 
top were preserved, there would 
be space available for a beau- 
tiful development of single fam- 
ily homes costing $80-$100,000, 
putting valuable land back on 
the tax rolls. 

“Sinee you regulate the size 
of homes on each piece of prop- 
erty, you'll have open space 
anyway at the homeowners’ ex- 
pense,’ Blank said. “You can’t 
erode the tax base. Suppose the 
Federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency levies a $450 tax 
per parking space on Golden 
Gate Fields in 1975. It would 
mean closing the race track and 
the loss of a big-tax-paying in- 
dustry to Albany.’ 

He recommended adoption of 
the Duncan and Jones report 
with the changes outlined ear- 
lier. 

Berl Hartman said, in re- 
sponse to Blank, that nobody 
was advocating the purchase of 
a lot of expensive property on 
Albany Hill, only two acres at
